Moran, Harry Plymouth and Eli Cap­ 
lin. Ile also stated that Plymouth bas 
just finished a six'rnontbs' terra in a 
Baltimore jail, that Moran had served 
a penientisry term and tnat Caplin 
had been under arrest eight or nine 
times.

Caplin have the pocket book when be

land station in Gettysburg about five 
o'clock Memorial Day be felt tome 
one tugging at bis coat and aa be tu rn ­ 
ed around eaw Moran.

AUTO PLUNGES 
OVERBRIDGE 


Charles Seton, formerly ef FairfeW. 


Killed in Plunge et Automobile 


ever Mulberry Street Bridge at 


Harrisburg. 


Charles A. 8efton,former ly of Fair­ 
field, and well known in Gettysburg 
where he has a number of relatives, 
was instantly killed Thursday evening 
in the fifty foot plunge oi an automo 
bile from the Mulberry street bridge 
Harrisburg. 
Two other occupants of 
the car were instantly killed and the 
fourth died at 3.15 this morning from 
injuries 
W illiam 
R. 
Harrar, 
a 
leather merchant, and Mrs. Robert W. 
Dunlop, both of Harrisburg, were the 
others instantly killed and Miss Laura 
M. Neilson. also of Hartisburg, died 
from injuries 
The fatal accident was due to an at­ 
tempt on the pert of 
Mr. 
Harrar to 
turn his machine just as be was bring­ 
ing bis own car to the top of an ap­ 
proach to the main bridge. 
The place 
where the drop waa made is one of the 
highest on the whole bridge and the 
machine dropped on solid concrete to 
the north of the big viaduct. 
Tbs occupants of the car were out 
for a short ride about the city. But a 
few minutes before the accident a? 
four had finished dinner at a restau­ 
rant. 
The car wa* driven out Market 
street through the subway aud then 
turned down Cameron street to the ap­ 
proach 
Owing to the grade of the approach 
the machine reached the top going at 
a very moderate speed, 
according to 
numerous witnesses. Just as the driver 
was about to turn the car 
it to the 
main roadway of the bridge, a car 
driven by an unknown 
man whizzed 
along at a pace that bas long made 
people on the bridge shudder in fear of 
possible accidents. 
Harrar turned bis car about, (joint­ 
ing it towards the eastern approach of 
the viaduct. A collision was prevent­ 
ed, but the front wheel of the mach 
iue bit the concrete curbing 
and 
wrenched the steering gear about so 
that the machine jumped onto the side 
walk and plunged into a concrete post 
in the middle of the space between the 
two ornament*I light standards that 
mark the very centre of the bridge. 
The post snapped, the rails shook 
loose from their fastenings and w ith­ 
out a sound from the horror stricken 
people in the car, the machine took 
its plunge. 
There was a sound of rattling metal 
from the space beneath, hut no human 
sound*,came up to the sidewalks where 
a dozen or more people who raw the 
accident, waited breathlessly in the 
hope of bearing some voice that would 
indicate life. 
Not a sound was heard, 
however. 
All four were taken to the Harrisburg 
Hospital in the bops that something 
might be done for the unfortunate peo­ 
ple but examination showed the three to 
have been killed instantly while Misa 
Neilton’! injuries were at once pro­ 
nounced fatal. 
Mr. Sefton was 49 years old and was 
a son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Melton 
formerly of Fairfield. Both the parents 
are dead. 
The other living members 
of the family, all of whom formerly 
lived at Fairfield, are Mias Nan Sef­ 
ton. of Gettysburg; Mrs. L illie Knox.

The heavy task of counting the mail 
going through the Gettysburg post 
office during the month of 
Muy has 
been completed and shows about 120, - 
OOO pieces of incoming matter and 108,-

and ouly one day showed anything 
like a heavy mail. 
That was on May 
81 when between nine and ten thou­ 
sand pieces were bandied, a large pro­ 
portion of which was mode up of sou 
venir cards. 
The work proved very tiresome tor 
the employees of the local office and 
all are glad that the month 
is over. 
Many of the figures are quite inter 
Orting. 
During the month 34,650 pieces of 
first class m attter were received of 
which 88,000 were delivered by town 
carriers,

through the office or by rural "carriers 
As against this incoming first class 
matter there were 76.HUO pieces of out­ 
going mail of like class 
Newspapers 
coming in totaled 30,240 and outgoing 
23.800 but it must be remembered that 
injthe U tter dana wa a included bandits 
of many papers which counted as only 
one piece. 
Of the incoming news 
papers a bout one third 
were carried 
by city carriers. 
Of the 2250 magazines received ut 
the Gettysburg office all but about 250 
were delivered by town carriers, this 
lasing largely 
responsible for their 
heavy packs of mail. 
The numlier of 
outgoing magazines was 107. Regular 
publications sent with stamps were 
780 incoming and 70 outgoing.

Chairman of United 8totes Steel Cor* 
poration Declares He Knows of No 
Proposed 
Combination to Control 


Steel Output of All Countries. 


Washington, June 2. — Elbert H. 
Gary, chairman of the United States 
Steel corporation directors, told the 
house investigating committee what 
the Andrew Carnegie interests got for 
their properties at the time of the 
great merger. 
"The syndicate,’' said Judge Gary, 
‘ delivered to the Carnegie interests 
1208,450,000 In bonds, $98,277,120 pre 
fen ed stock and $90,279,040 common 
stock.” 
This makes $492,006,160 face value 
of 
steel 
corporation 
securities 
for 
which Andrew Carnegie and his fellow 
stockholders sold out. 
Judge Gary flatly denied knowledge 
of a proposal to form a combination to 
control the steel trade of the world 
The disclaimer as to the world wide 
combination was called out by a state­ 
ment by Mr. Stanley, chairman of the 
committee, that Mr. Gary was accred­ 
ited with being the directing genious 
of such a "world trust.” 
Mr. Stanley 
intimated that these reports had much 
to do with the inquiry started by the 
house of representatives. 
“There isn t any doubt,” Mr. Garv 
old the committee, "that the 
United 
States Steel corporation, as the owner 
of most of tile stocks of the subsidiary 
companies, ultimately controls those 
subsidiary companies, including their 
management and conduct.” 
Asked whether the Carnegie Steel 
company now 
competes with othe»‘ 
subsidiary companies in the steel cor- 
poi at ion, Mr. Gary said: "I should say 
it does, putting my interpretation on 
the word. 
I came to be frank and to 
give you the exact facts 
that you 
may put your own construction on 
them. 
"The 
subsidiary 
companies 
have 
their own directors and officers and 
have the ri*;ht to act independently, 
hut as the steel corporation owns the 
securities, if the conduct of a subsi­ 
diary company was antagonistic in 
any way, it would only be a question 
of time when the administration of 
that 
subsidiary 
company would be 
changed." 
“You 
mean 
the 
parent 
company 
would control the policies of any sub­ 
sidiary 
company?" was asked, 
‘i t 
might not for the moment or the 
month, but when tile time to elect offi- 
c ers arrived, it would.” was the reply. 
"It would exercise the recall, as it 
were?" asked Representative Brantley, 
of Georgia. 
"Yes, you might put it 
that way,” Mr. Gary answered. 
“Are the profits of one subsidiary 
company measured as the profits of 
all?" Mr. Stanley asked 
"That Is, 
does the parent company distribute 
the dividends of all?" "The earnings 
of the subsidiary companies,” Mr. Gary 
answered, "‘whenever 
dividends are 
declared, go into the treasury of (lie 
United Stales Steel corporation That 
corporation being the owner of the 
dividends, of course distributes them 
as it sees fit. The subsidiary com­ 
panies have no interest in tile divi- 
lends after they are declared.” 
Mr. Gary said he was chairman of 
the board of directors, chairman of 
'he nuance committee aud chief ex 
eeutlve offic er of the steel corporation 
.md a member of the board of dliec 
tors in the subsidiary companies, such 
cs the American Bridge company, the 
Vmeric an Steel and Wire company, 
c "uinegte 
Steel 
company, 
American 
Sheet aud Tin Blate company. 
Mr. Garv said the Carnegie Steel 
company was a competing company 
before the organization of the steel 
or poration. He added that the Cai ae­ 
rie company now held $160,000,000 of

•’Farmers’ Free List” Bill to Be Of­ 
fered as Amendment In the Senate 
to Embarrass the Minority. 


Washington, June 2.—The crisis in 
the senate fight on Canadian reciproc­ 
ity is expected to be reached when 
the 
Democratic “farmers’ free list” 
bill is offered as an amendment to the 
bill carrying the agreement into ef­ 
fect. 
That such an amendment will be 
offered for the purpose of em barrass­ 
ing the Democratic supporters cif reci­ 
procity seems certain. It Is toward this 
critical contingency that 
President 
Taft just now is devoting bls atten­ 
tion. 
Ile is holding daily conferences 
at the White House in an effort to 
keep Republican and Democratic sen­ 
ators alike in line for the pact. 
President Taft is certain that the 
reciprocity bill will pass the senate 
by a comfortable majority lf it can be 
brought 
to 
a 
final 
vote 
without 
amendment. 
The president feels that any amend­ 
ment in the senate will defeat the bill 
and be believes that to be the pur­ 
pose of some senators who have pro­ 
posed amendments. 
The Root, Lodge 
ami Nelson amendments have brought 
the president into sharp conflict with 
these senators, but he has not hesi­ 
tated to express lits views regarding 
them. 
Fully cognizant of the fact that he 
must depend upon the almost solid 
vote of the Democrats in the senate to 
carry 
the 
rectpro* tty bill through, 
President Taft tias been endeavoring 
to devise a means to help them out 
ut the dilemma that will be presented 
when they are asked to vote for or 
against the free list bill as a rider to 
t e reciprocity measure. Home Demo­ 
cratic senators have told the president 
• rankly that they would vote against 
the free list amendment lf they could 
be assured that the "standpat” Repub­ 
licans would not stifle in committee 
the free list bill as it came from the 
house and thus deprive the southern 
Democratic senators of the oppoitu­ 
nny in open senate properly to record 
their votes on the measure. 
President Taft fully appreciates the 
position In which the senate Demo- 
crate Aud themselves, but be thinks 
he has found a solution of the prob­ 
lem. He has suggested that a motion 
by the Democrats to discharge the 
finance committee from consideration 
«»t the free list bill and to put it upon 
Its passage would serve the purpose 
;*f the Democ rats In making their at­ 
titude a perfectly clear one. 
May Accept Taft Plan. 
The 
plan, as outlined, has 
been 
broadly discussed among Democratic 
senator* and it Is said that they be­ 
lieve with other friends of reciprocity 
that it Is an acceptable solution of the 
difficulty. 
In all of hit talks with senators dur­ 
ns; the past few days President Taft 
has endeavored to Impress the fact 
that In negotiating the pac t with Can­ 
ada. the United States offered to put 
meats, flour, agricultural Implements 
and shoes on the free list. 
Canada 
would not make like concessions. The 
agreement Is specific on certain points 
sud » annot be varied. 
The rates on flour, meats and shoes 
could be reduced without violating the 
pact, It is said, but to clo so would 
open tip the problem of the "most 
favored nation” clause in treaties with 
cither countries. 
And while the Unit­ 
ed States would get no concessions 
from Canada by reducing the rates 
the application of these rates to other 
. outcries, the president holds, might 
let in Argentine meat and Australian 
mutton, whic h he believes would be a 
leal injury to the farmer. 
President Taft reels sure of 22 Re 
publican votes for the reciproc ity bdl 
in the shape that It passed the house. 
He also feels sure of 35 or 36 Demo­ 
cratic- votes, making a total of 57 to 58 
In favor of the bill, to 33 or 34 against 
It, pairs, of course, reducing the«e fig 
Hies to the total vote, but not as to 
the safe percentage of majority.

Tariff on Manufactured Goods Is Cut 


In Half and 3 to 5 Cents a Pouno 


Placed on Raw Wool. 


W ashington, June 2—The Democrat! 
of the house repudiated William Jen 
nings B ryan’s attem p t to dictate theli 
policy in regard to the revision of the 
wool schedule. 
In a party caucus they turned down 
the peerless loser’s dem and for free 
raw wool and accepted the bill pre­ 
pared by the ways and m eans com­ 
mittee under the direction of Repro 
tentative Underwood, which fixes a 
duty of 20 per cent on raw wool, as 
com pared with an equivalent of 44.31 
per cent imposed uuder the Payne 
Aldrich tarifl law. 
The hill m akes re­ 
ductions of from one half to two-thirds 
rn ail the other wool duties. 
The new duties, together with the 
present duties as figured on an ad va­ 
lorem basis by Mr. Underwood are as 
follows:

The proposed wool tariff represents 
a reduction of only $1,350,000 in the 
revenues of the government, according 
lo a statem ent presented to the eau 
cu* byM r. Underwood. 
Imports of wool for the last year 
am ounted to $70,744,650, aud the Dem­ 
oc rat ic leaders estim ate that the re 
duct ion that the first year under the 
proposed duties would result In the 
importation of $13'*,822,OOO worth of 
wool. 
The 
duties 
collected in the last 
>ear on woolen im ports am ounted to 
$41,904,549, while under the first year 
of the new duties it is figured the 
revenue would be $40,556,200. 
The general 
average ad valorem 
duty on m anufactured wool under the 
proposed law is estim ated at 42.55 pet 
cent, while under the existing law it 
is figured as 90.10 per cent. 
The duty on raw wool under the 
proposed law is 20 per cent, while un 
der the existing law it is 44.31 per 
cent.

even had th* com m ittee desired to 
do ao.
